No 
less important it could deal a crippling 
blow at oil supplies for Western 
Europe, particularly France. • Iraq is 
the only Middle East'country from 
which France can get oil without going 
through an intermediary nation. 
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Solons Cross Fingers On Mid-East Crisis 
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ALTOGETHER, the Middle East 


holds 75 per cent of the world's known 
oil reserves. Iraq's reserves are esti- 
mated at 12 billion barrels, fourth 
ranking behind tiny Kuwait, Saudi 
Arabia and Iran. To put Iraq's oil with- 
in Egyptian President Nasser's grasp 
would be not only to constrict serious- 
ly the West's supplies but to give him 
oil riches for the first time. The effect 
could be to shore up the shaky economy 
that has .handicapped Nasser from the 
outset. The indirect beneficiary of'all 
these dire prospects would be, of 
course, the Soviet Union. From his 
first dealings, with Moscow, Nasser has 
been a half-captive. His recent visit to 
Yugoslavia suggests he has''been con- 
sulting an. expert, Marshal Tjtp,: on 
how to wriggle 'free of the Kremlin's,, 
grip. But he has not yiet'broken away. 
And as Nasser's strength and prestige . 
is advanced in the Arab world, so must 
Russia's be. 


WASHINGTON- Congress 


greeted United States, interven- 
tion in the Middle East soberly 
and with its fingers crossed.

Its common 
border with Turkey adds greatly to 
Turkey's peril, and this danger is mag- 
nified as the Baghdad Pact is Weak- 
ened. That pact, with 'its nearly solid . 
chain of nations stretching to Pakistan, 
has been a vital extension of the N,ATO 
defense arc swinging from Scandinavia 
to Greece. To see Russia break out of 
that partial encirclement is to see the 
outlook for aggressive Russian action 
enlarged. Not even in the Suez crisis 
of 1956 was the West's position in the 
Middle East so widely threatened. One 
of the worst aspects of the situation is 
the fact that intervention chances the 
possibility of inflaming the whole Arab 
region. Seldom if ever' have Western 
fortunes been al lower ebb in the 
Middle East.

Writer's Tragedy 


THE U.S. PUBLIC treats some wri- 


ters, financially speaking, very well. 
For instance, those able to satisfy the 
popular taste for a scarfdal with a bit 
of social hokum stirred in may be 
handsomely rewarded. Serious literary 
artists, who seek in travail of the spirit 
to create works, that depict life as they 
sec it rather than as they think the 
public wants to sec it, are most unlike- 
ly to receive this golden accolade. They 
arc lucky if they can make a decent 
living from the fruits of their labors. 
This is not a new state of affairs. In 
witness of that,"take the case of Her- 
man Melville, whose "Moby Dick" alone 
would be sufficient to mark him as a 
great novelist. Melville is a classic now.' 
But how was he treated by the public? 
When he wrote "Pierre," a novel dif- 
ferent from those which had won him 
acclaim, his public was estranged. His 
income dwindled to almost nothing; he 
sank into debt. "The Confidence-Man," 
the last of his fiction to be published 
in his lifetime, was written when he 
was thirty-six. He lived 34 years more, 
died in obscurity. It is a sad story, all 
the sadder because the works of Mel- 
ville have enjoyed great critical acclaim 
and a new wave of popularity in recent 
years. He has come to he recognized as 
one of the giants of American litera- 
ture. If a writer docs not win the re- 
wards of popularity, must he be satis- 
fied with crumbs from the public table? 
Perhaps so. But is it fair to treat a man 
so, and then reap the cultural profits 
of his work for generations td come?

WASHINGTON (AP) — West 


Virginia is said to have the best 
site in the world for a proposed 
140-foot radio telescope. 


Dr. Lloyd V. Berkner, president 


of Associated Universities, Inc., 
also told a House appropriations 
subcommittee that the planned 
telescopejvould be by far the moat 
precise of its kind ever designed. 


The high praise for both the site 


and instrument at Green Bank, 
W. Va., was given in testimony 
which the committee released to- 
day. 


Berkner, testifying in support of 


an additional $4,400,000 appropria- 
tion for the Radio Astronomy Ob- 
servatory, said: 


"The site has now been ac 


quired and I might say that care- 
ful surveys show that this is un 
doubtedly the best site that has 
so far been spotted in the world 
today. The gain by occupying the 
present site is equivalent to using 
a much larger telescope from the 
point of view of the power gain 
of the whole system."

He said the site was selected 


because of the mountainous ter- 
rain which protects against un- 
wanted signals which come in 
"rom 
the side. The site also has 


a very good weather record and 
is fre*c from tornadoes and hurri- 
canes, he said.

Big Boost 


Increase Amourtts 
To 13.9 Per Cent 
For Subscribers 


BALTIMORE .(AP)-Maryland's 


810,000 Blue Cross subscribers are 
faced with a 13.9 .per cent boost 
in rates. 


State Insurance Commissioner 


Charles S. Jackson authorized the 
rate increases for the Maryland 
Hospital'Service Inc. in a 46-page 
adjudication released yesterday. 


The non-profit insurance plan 


officials had requested increases 
averaging 22.3 per cent. The rate 
boosts approved by Jackson came 
after a study of evidence offered 
at extensive hearings 'ast May. 


Jackson trimmed the original 


rate requests sharply in view of 
what he termed "unnecessary hos 
pital usage" under the Blue Cross 
plan. He reduced estimates of the 
annual increase in hospital admis- 
sions and length of stay and called 
for further study of this issue. 


R. H. Dabney, executive director 


of the Maryland Blue Cross plan, 
said his organization will do every- 
thing possible to "make ends 
meet" with the limited rate in- 
crease. . 


Dabney expressed disappoint 


ment over the commissioner's re- 
fusal "to approve what we felt 
were minimum necessary in- 
creases."

Pressman, who had protested the 
requested rate increases at the 
May hearings, said he was "grate- 
ful that Blue Cross" request . 
was not fully approved." 


"This marks the first time in 


Maryland that a requested Blue 
Cross increase was held up pend- 
ing a hearing and it is the first 
time that the complete requested 
increase was not fully approved 
by the insurance Commissioner," 
Pressman said. 
. The new rate scheduled are ex- 
pected to go into effect in about 
60 days. They must be brought 
into .line with Jackson's decision 
and rcsubmitted to him for final 
approval. 


The decision affects some 40 


member hospitals in Maryland. 
But it does not affect Blue Shield 
rates, which cover non-hospital 
fees charged by doctors. 


Here are the new rates as ap- 


proved by Jackson and compared 
with the old rates and those sought 
by Blue Cross:
